Nicaragua to Name 
Revolution Heroine 
As Delegate to U.N.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 17 — 
Ttje Nicaraguan Govemment plans to 
name a heroine of the Sandinista ravo- 
lution, Deputy Foreign Minister Nora 
Astorga, as its chief delegate to the 
'United Nations. 

*, • Miss Astorga has rep r e s ented Nica- 
Agua at severai United Natíons ses- 
sions in New York and elsewhere. One 
* ní (>er principal responsibüities at the 
Toreign Ministry has been to work with 
Nioaragua’s misskm to the United Na- 
tioas. 

She was nominated as Ambassador 
to the United SUtes in 1984, but the 
Reägan Administretion, exefcising a 
rarely used right, rejected her nomina- 
tioa, saying that her guerrilla past ren- 
derad her undesirable in Washingtofi. 

An authoritative Govemment source 
saijj today that Miss Astorga’s posting 
would be offidally announced in about 
a month. He said the Govemment had 
not> decided on a new post for the in- 
cumbent chief delegate, Javier Cha- 
mo’rro Mora. I

Miss Astorga, 41 years old, has re- 
ceqtly undertaken diplomatic assign- 
ments ranging from touring Africa to 
representing Nicaragua at meetings of 
therfour-nation Contadora group, which 
is Sbeking to find a formula for peace in 
Central America.

Though she fought with the Sandin- 
ista Front in the revolutíon that toppled 
the Govemment of Anastasio Somoza 
Debayle in 1979, the incident for which 
Miss Astorga is best known was the 
specucular guerrilla operatkm in 1978 
in which she lured a top Govemment 
general into her bedroom, wbere he 
was killed by hidden assailants.

She said the plan went awry 
when the general resisted violently. 
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
